“Ask and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you: 

“For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seek- 
eth findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened, 

“Or what man is there of 
you, whom if his son ask 
bread, will he give him a 
stone 

“Or if he ask a fish, will he 
give him a serpent 

“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto 
your children, how much more 
shall your Father which is in 
heaven give good things to 
them that ask him?” (Matt. 
7:7-11). 

What blessed encouragements to 
pray are given here! Many Bible 
passages name conditions of an- 
swered prayer. God promises to 
answer the prayer of faith, say- 
ing, “Believe that ye receive them 
and ye shall have them” (Mark 
11:24), “All things are possible 
to him that believeth’’ (Mark 9: 
23), and “Nothing shall be impos- 
sible unto you” (Matt. 17:20). In 
John 15:7 and Psalms 37:4 God 
promises answered prayer to those 
who “abide in me and who “de- 
light thyself also in the Lord.” 
Again, everything that is asked 
sincerely in Jesus’ name may be 


had in prayer (John 14:13, 14; 
John 16:24). Asking according to 
His will (InJohn 5:14, 15), obey- 


ing His commands (I John -3:22) 
persistent in prayer (Luke 18:1- 
8), and agreement in prayer 
(Matt. 18:19) are all given as defi- 
nite conditions on which God will 
answer prayer. Meeting any one 
of these conditions guarantees the 


? 


answer to our prayers. God never | 
required that a Christian should | 
meet every condition at once. 


Knowing our frailty and our sin, 
He knew that would usually be 
impossible. 

But here, God makes praying 
even easier. Every one who asks 
receives. He that seeketh finds. And 
to him that knocks it shall be 
opened. Do not dodge this plain 
word of God. It is true. God an- 
swers prayer! Compare it with- 
the promise, “When thou prayest, 


-enter into thy closet, and when 


thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret; and 
thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly” (Matt. 
6:6). The one who sincerely asks 
will not miss the reward. Notice 
also James 4:2, “Ye have not be- 
cause ye ask not.” Dear reader, 
pessibly you have many sins about 
prayer. Perhaps you have little 
faith, or you may not make your 
requests sincerely in Jesus’ name. 
But the greatest sin you have on 
the matter of prayer is that you 
do not pray! God wants you to 
make definite requests and expect 
definite answers. ‘‘Ask and it shall 
be given you.” God delights to 
hear and answer prayers. It is one 
of the marks of His love and His 
deity. He loves to be called “O 
Thou that hearest prayer’ (Ps. 
65:2). He invites big prayers 
when He says, “I am the Lord thy 
God, which brought thee out of 
the land of Egypt: open thy mouth 
wide, and I will fill it” (Psa, 81: 
10), and “Call unto me, and-I will 
answer thee, and shew thee great 
and mighty things, which thou 
knowest not.” In Genesis 18:14 and 
Jeremiah 32:27, He insists that 
there is nothing too hard for’ God 
to do in answer to prayer. He 
even urges us in James 5:14-18 to 
pray great prayers like Elijah 
whose prayers brought drouth for

that verse well and have always 
believed it,” 

“But you still feel, do you not, 
Miss D , that you are perish- 
ing and are still lost?” 


“Yes, I do,” she answered, “and 
yet I do not understand why, when 
Il believe all of the Bible.’ 


“It is because you have believed 
the facts, but this belief has not 
led you to accept God’s gift of 
His Son. Why do you not take 
Christ just now? He is the one 
who will save you from perishing. 
He will save you this moment, if 
you will take Him and make Him, 
just now, your own Lord and Sav- 
iour. Will you trust Him.with your 
soul ?”’ 

The heart of the young lady re- 
sponded immediately to the call 
and with a glad heart she accepted 
the Saviour, offering her hand to 
me across the desk in evidence of 
her sincerity. 

Turning to her sister, I said, 
“Miss S , it is quite evident 
that you do not believe the Bible.” 

“I certainly do,” she _ replied, 
“every word of it.” 

“I want you to read this passage 
in Romans three, from verse 9 to 
verse 19, and tell me whether this 
description is true of you.” 

She read it clear through from 
my Bible which I had handed her, 
and said emphatically, “No, sir, in- 
deed it is not true of me; I am 
not that kind of a woman.” 

“Very well,” said I, “take these 
scissors (and I handed her mine) 
and cut that passage out of the 
Bible, for I do not want anything 
in my Bible that is not true.” 

Miss D , who had trusted 
the Saviour, spoke to her sister 
and said, “Sister, you know that 
you are as bad as that. God al- 
ways speaks the truth, and you 
should acknowledge it.” 

“I know better,” she replied, “I 
have not lived that kind of a life 
at ail,” 

Interposing in the conversation, 
I said to Miss S “This is 
not a description of your deeds, 
it is a record of what God sees in 
your heart.” 

“I reject it,” she answered, “and 
will not believe that I am as bad 
as that. I will not cut it out of 
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the Bible, however, for it certainly 
is true of some folks that I know.” 

“Perhaps, Miss S————-, we can 
find some other passage in the 
Bible that is true of you. Please 
read this portion in Mark 7:21-23, 
and tell me whether you think 
those thirteen things describe your 
heart correctly.” 

When she came to verse 24, and 
read, “all these evil things come 
from within and defile the man,”’ 
she spoke rather forcefully, and 
said, “No, sir, most of these things 
are not true of me, but the last 
two things are, for I know that 
both pride\and foolishness are of- 
ten in my life.” 

Upon hearing this partial con- 
fession I handed Miss S a 
lead pencil, and said, “Will you 
please write at the end of verse 
24, ‘All but Miss S ?’ since you 
say that all of these things do 
not come out of your heart, we 
shall revise the Bible to make it 
tell the truth.

This suggestion did not please 
Miss S-——— at all.

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the apostle inquired, “Are all 
apostles? are all prophets? are all 
teachers? are all workers of mira- 
cles? Have all the gift of heal- 
ing? do all speak with tongues?” 


“But they tell me in my church 
that one can’t have the Holy Ghost 
unless he speaks in tongues,” he 
said. We talked about the matter 
for some minutes over the tele- 
phone. I sensed his distress and 
asked him to come to our services 
Sunday. He came, and for a long 
time following the morning service 
with Bible in hand I taught the 
boy. He seemed greatly enlight- 
ened. His soul was hungry for Bi- 
ble teaching. He asked questions, 
he eagerly looked at the verses I 
showed him. He did not argue. He 
wanted to know what God’s Word 
said. 

Tonight, Monday night, he came 
back. He told me that in times 
past he himself had spoken in 
tongues. He had actually been 
seeking all the blessing he could 
get. Now his Pentecostal friends 
were telling him that if he turned 
away from speaking in tongues he 
would be committing the unpar- 
donable sin, the blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost. 

Again we took the Bible and 
read God’s message in I Corinthi- 
ans, chapter 14. Soon he saw for 
the first time that at Pentecost 
those who spake in “tongues” ac- 
tually spoke in the language of 
other people who were present and 
who understood them speak in 
their own tongues in which they 
were born the wonderful works of 
God.

three and a half years, and then 
abundant rain, saying, 

“Is any sick among you? 
Let him call for the elders of 
the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord: 

“And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up; and 
if he have committed sin, they 
shall be forgiven him. 

“Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for an- 
other that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much. 

“Elias was a man subject to 
like passions as we are, and 
he prayed earnestly that it 
might not rain: and it rained 
not on the earth by the space 
of three years and six months. 

“And he prayed again, and 
the heaven gave rain, and the 
earth brought forth her fruit.”’ 


In the Lord’s prayer or the model 
prayer, we are commanded to pray 
for the kingdom of Christ on earth, 
for daily bread, for forgiveness, 
for deliverance from temptation 
and evil (Matt. 6:10-13). We are 
told to pray about healing of our 
bodies — ‘Is any among you af- 
flicted? let him pray,” “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him,” “Pray one for an- 
other that ye may be healed” 
(James 5:13, 14, 16). We are to 
pray for Holy Spirit, soul winning 
power — “How much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask him” 
(Luke 11:13). We are to pray for 
deliverance from enemies who op- 
press and misuse us “And shall 
not God avenge his own elect, 
which cry day and night unto him, 
though he bear long -with them? 
I tell you that he will avenge them 
speedily” (Luke 18:7, 8). We are 
to call on God when we are in 
trouble — “And call upon me in 
the day of trouble: I will deliver 
thee, and thou shalt glorify me,” 
says Psalm 50:15. And Psalm 34: 
17, 18 says: ‘The righteous cry, 
and the Lord heareth, and deliver- 
eth them out of all their troubles. 
The Lord is nigh unto them that 
are of a broken heart; and sav- 
eth such as be of a contrite spir- 
it.” Really, you should pray for 
anything in the world that you 
want, “What things soever ye de- 
sire’’ (Mark 11:24); “what ye will” 
(John 15:7), and “the desires of 
thine heart’ (Psa. 37:4). Big 
prayers, many prayers, persistent 
prayers, believing prayers greatly 
honor God. He is more anxious to 
give than we are to receive, so 
pray. “Ask and ye shall receive 
that your joy may be full,” Jesus 
said, in John 16:24. Happiness de- 
pends on answered prayer, 

It is a sin not to pray. Samuel 
said to the people of Israel, ‘““More- 
over as for me, God forbid that 
I should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you.” Chris- 
tians should “pray without ceas- 
ing” (I Thess. 5:17), should “pray 
always with ALL prayer with 
ALL perseverance for ALL saints” 
with begging and watching (Eph. 
6:18). 

Why not have a new covenant 
with God now about your prayer 
life? 1. Write out a list of things 
that you ought to ask of God. Be 
definite. Really expect an answer. 2. 
Set apart a certain time in the day, 
preferably in the early morning to 
watch and pray and meditate and 
read your Bible. Get things from 
God. 3. Find what sing in your 
life displease God and block the 
answer to your prayers, whether 
family life (I Peter 3:1-7) unfor- 
giveness (Matt. 6:14, 15; Mark 11: 
25, 26); robbing God (Malachi 3: 
8, 9), or rebellion (I Sam, 15:22, 
23) or any other sin. “Behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear: But 
your iniquities have separated be- 


tween you and your God, and your 


sins have ‘hid his face from ‘you 
that he will_not hear” (Isa. 59: 
4,2). Have-it out with God. 4. 
Promise God to openly acknowl- 
edge the answers to prayer when 
they come and give God the glory. 
“Whoso offereth praise glori- 
fieth me” (Psa. 50:23). 

Verse 11 teaches that God loves 
us like a father loves his chil- 
dren. And Psalm 103:13 says, 
“Like as a father pitieth his chil- 
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dren, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear him.” Do not fail to ask 
much. You should come boldly to 
a throne of grace since we have 
a heavenly High Priest to inter- 
cede for us (Heb, 4:16; Heb. 7: 
25; I John 2:1). If sins have been 
in the way, a simple heart-felt con- 
fession and forsaking of them will 
remove them. “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from unrighteousness.” So says 
Proverbs 28:13 also. Take plenty 
of time on these Scriptures and 
get them in the heart as well as 
the head. “Be ye doers of the 
word, and not hearers only, de- 
ceiving your own selves” (James 
1:22).
